Authority  for  subsidized  housing;  24 
Miscellaneous  inspections  by  Director:  35 
Reportable  Diseases  recorded;  76 

Distribution  of  biologies  made  to  various  area  physicians,  nursing 
homes,  schools,  Anna  Jaques  Hospital,  the  Health  Center,  etc.  totaled 
11,080  doses.  The  Director  has  made  at  least  one  trip  each  month  to 
Tewksbury  Hospital  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  same,  as  well  as 
related  materials  and  literature. 

Materials  for  TB  testing  have  also  been  supplied  on  a regular  basis  to 
the  Health  Center.  This  department  works  in  close  conjunction  with 
that  organization  on  various  matters  during  the  year. 

Flu  vaccine  distribution  was  made  to  several  physicians,  to  the  Health 
Center  for  its  several  clinics,  and  to  all  nursing  homes  requiring  same 
in  Newburyport  and  vicinity  during  the  months  of  September  and  October.

Much  business  involving  Rubbish  Disposal  (dump  matters) , has  been 
conducted.  The  dumping  facility  closed  on  September  13,  1985.  In 
addition,  telephone  calls,  which  are  numerous,  from  citizens  regarding 
dumping,  collections,  etc.  are  usually  handled  through  this  office. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  Health  Department  are  logged  and  those 
requiring  attention  are  taken  in  order  received,  unless  there  are 
emergency  situations.  Many  cases  fall  under  the  category  of  "follow- 
ups," and  are  normally  handled  through  appointment. 

Mr.  Leo  H.  Murphy  resigned  the  position  of  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  on  July  1,  1984.  Mr.  Albert  C.  Murphy  of  31  Harding  Avenue 
has  since  taken  over  the  position.  The  test  done  on  scales  inspected 
and  tested,  counterweights,  gasoline  pumps,  vehicle  tanks  (oil), 
leather  measuring  devices  and  inspection  of  prepakaged  meats  and 
poultry  is  391,  adjustments  18,  and  not  sealed  14. 

A Rabies  Vaccination  Clinic  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Henry  J.  Lyons. 
Twenty-two  dogs  and  2 cats  were  serviced. 

All  permit  fees  are  under  review  for  possible  upgrading. 
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There  have  been  four  Board  of  Health  meetings  held  during  the  year. 
The  members  of  the  Board  include  Dr.  Gerard  J.  DeLisle,  Chairman,  Dr. 
David  P,  Ingalls,  Member,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Skovron,  Member.

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During  the  summer  months  of  FY  '85,  library  programs  for  students 
in  grades  K-5  were  offered  to  promote  reading  and  learning.  Former  child- 
ren's librarian,  Jane  Tretler,  gave  a special  "pajama  storytime"  to  child- 
ren of  3 and  4-  years  of  age.  For  the  summer  "opening  event",  Mrs.  Tretler 
obtained  a grant  from  the  Arts  Council  to  hire  a theatre  group  to  perform 
for  the  children.  Upon  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Tretler,  library  assistant 
Barbara  Cray  temporarily  filled  in  as  children's  librarian  so  that  we  could 
offer  continuity  in  services.  In  October,  60  children  registered  for  story 
hours  which  were  held  5 times  a week.  In  November,  Sara  Barton  was  hired 
as  children's  librarian.  Special  programs  were  offered  during  the  holidays 
as  were  films  and  book  displays.  During  school  vacations  family  films  were 
shown  to  encourage  children  to  use  the  library  for  recreational  as  well  as 
educational  opportunities.  In  June,  the  children's  librarian  visited  the 
elementary  and  middle  schools  to  meet  the  students  and  inform  them  of  the 
summer  programs  to  be  offered  at  the  library. 

The  past  fiscal  year  demonstrated  positive  growth  for  the  Newburyport 
Public  Library  due  in  part  to  private  donations,  building  renovations,  and 
the  library's  active  participation  in  the  Merrimack  Valley  Library  Consor- 
tium. Private  donations  allowed  the  library  to  purchase  2 Fugi  reader/pr- 
inters, study  desks  and  recorded  books.  A significant  donation  of  S15,000 
from  Edward  G.  Molin  paved  the  way  for  complete  renovation  of  an  unused 
section  of  the  reference  room  for  a separate  Business/Law  Library.  The 
greater  Newburyport  Jaycees  donated  S2000  so  that  the  library  could  pur- 
chase a microcomputer.  The  library  also  entered  the  computer  age  by  Join- 
ing the  Merrimack  Valley  Library  Consortium-a  network  of  Merrimack  Valley 
libraries  hooked-up  to  a central  computer  in  Andover.  Newburyport ' s part- 
icipation was  limited  to  the  purchase  of  and  use  of  bar  code  labels  on  all 
books  purchased  since  July  1984.  All  bar  coded  items  have  been  inputted 
by  our  sub-regional  library  in  Andover.  This  will  make  retrospective  con- 
version an  easier  task  when  the  library  is  financially  able  to  computerize. 

We  were  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  reinstate  a much  requested  service, 
the  reserve  system  which  had  been  a victim  of  Proposition  2)4  since  1982. 

This  service  is  again  offered  as  of  January  1985»  Another  progressive  step 
was  the  transfer  of  a volunteer  system  at  the  South  End  Branch  Library  to  a 
paid  staff  member.  At  this  time,  it  is  appropriate  to  commend  the  volunteers 
who  kept  the  Branch  open  during  the  time  of  fiscal  austerity.  Without 
their  dedication,  the  Branch  would  have  been  closed.  During  the  summer 
months,  the  exterior  of  the  Andrews  Branch  Library  building  was  painted. 

The  Hamilton  Room,  our  climate  controlled  local  history  and  genealogy 
room  experienced  a year  of  heavy  use.  Our  FY  '85  preservation  program 
concentrated  on  genealogy  books.  Three  different  methods  of  conservation 
were  used:  phase  boxes,  library  bindings,  and  reprography.  Most  of  the 
expenses  incurred  by  this  program  were  paid  for  by  funds  from  the  FY  '84 
Mary  Alice  Arakelian  Foundation  grant.  Additionally,  we  applied  for  and 
received  a library  conservation  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Council  on 
the  Arts  and  Humanities.  The  matching  award  for  $1,126  covered  the  costs 
of  microfilming  the  library's  collection  of  local  history  scrapbooks.  The 
matching  funds  again  came  from  the  Arakelian  Foundation. 

The  overall  FY  '85  circulation  figures,  which  show  a 2%  increase, 
and  the  aforementioned  improvements  indicate  a year  of  promising  develop- 
ment. The  53%  decline  in  the  circulation  of  books  at  the  Emma  Andrews 
Branch  Library  is  due  in  part  to  the  number  of  days  it  was  closed  during 
the  transition  from  the  volunteer  staff  to  the  paid  staff.  Improved 
circulation  statistics  are  anticipated  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  those  city  officials, 
library  Directors,  Friends  of  the  Library,  volunteers,  and  staff  members 
who  have  all  contributed  to  the  advancement  of  the  Newburyport  Public 
Library.

Progress  continues  on  all  phases  of  the  operation  of  the 
Newburyport  Water  Works.  The  Department  has  acquired  four 
new  work  trucks  and  a new  back-hoe  to  replace  the  antiquated 
equipment  that  had  been  used. 

Ground  was  broken  on  the  Filter  Plant  Expansion  Project  in 
the  Spring  of  1985.  Hopes  remain  high  for  a July  I986  start- 
up of  this  facility  which  includes  two  new  "deep-bed,  mixed 
media  filters"  . These  filters  should  improve  the  quality 
and  quantity  of  water  available  for  all  water  system  customers. 
Finally,  the  water  main  replacement  construction  program  is 
continuing  at  a rate  of  five  to  six  streets  per  year. 

State  and  local  funds  are  assuring  the  on  going  success  of  this 
all  important  program.
